Arbitration. 


A great many people, aided by Eugene 


V. Debs, are trying to impress the coun- 
try that labor leaders are m favor ol 
compulsory arbitration of differences 
between employer and employe. Noth- 
ing is farther from the truth, be it right 
or wrong, and coming as it does, at this 
time, when confused by so many stirring 
scenes incident to the strike, is simply 
intended to deceive the public. 


When the congressional committee 


appointed to investigate the Homestead 
strike in 1892 was in session at Pittsburg 


i July 13, Mr. Weihe, president of the 
1 Amalgamated association, was asked by 
Congressman Taylor "Did you ever 
offer to arbitrate this question?" His 
answer was "Not until after the trou- 
ble." Further on in the examination 
Congressman Byrnum asked him "Are 
you in favor of an' arbitration bill by 
which such matters will be settled?" 
His answer contained the following: "In 
my opinion compulsory 
arbitration 


would not be a success in this country. 
If the arbitration was made compulsory, 
all parties should be made to exhibit 
their books. 
The workmen believe 


they understand the business better 
than anyone, and think they and the 
manufacturers should attend to their 
own business." 
Mr. Boatner of the 


committee replied: "Yes, but you did 
not seem to want to agree until several 
persons were killed." 


The Pullman strike took place in the 


midst of an examination into the causes 
which led to a reduction of wages. 
Somebody, evidently, made the employes 
believe they could do better by striking 
than by getting at the facts touching 
wage reduction. When Mr. Debs had 
his conference June 12 to decide on the 
boycott and the stiike, one of the reso- 
lutions denounced the Tawney arbitra- 
tion bill and all such measures, and the' 
speeches made were also against com 
pttleor} arbitration bills and schemes. 
These facts many people have forgotten, 
ard because Debs thinks they have 
been forgotten, m the midst of his 
defeat 
he 
is 
crjing 
out 
about 


arb.tration, 
and 
endeavoring 
to 


leave the impression that somebody has 
refused to arbitrate. Mr Debs is just in 
the same position that Weihe was in the 
Homestead matter -there was no talk of 
arbitration until an attempt had been 
made to force the employer and a lot of 
people had been killed. 


The talk under such conditions of laws 


providing for arbitration are mere shams, 
Take Mr. Debs, in the position he was 
in before the strike, as an example. At 
that time there would have been no use 
of suggesting arbitration to him. His 
idea was that of power to dictate his 
own terms to the railroads and the entire 
country. He did not calculate that the 
general government would interfere to 
curtail his.powers. His fool notions cost 
many a poor fellow his job and many a 
poor fellow his life. When he felt secure 
in power he would have been the last 
man to counsel arbitration. He even 
ordered out men who had just signed 
contracts with employers, which in ef- 
fect burned the bridges of arbitration 
behindhim. Withcompulsoryarbitration 
what would there be of such feather 
heads'as Debs? They would be out of 
a job at once, and this is a very plain 
reason why his present play about arbi- 
tration is the play of a hypocrite. 


Mr. Debs' organization, so far as he is 


concerned, was for strike and force pur- 
poses. It could not have been for arbi- 
tration purposes, for all railway em- 
ployes were organized before Debs 
started hie order, and were in good 
shape for all arbitration purposes. The 
facts are that if compulsory arbitration 
were feasible all such ra»n as Mr. Debs 
would soon be oat of a job where his 
salary would be paid from the hard 
earnings of labor, and for this reason 
they are opposed to all arbitration meas
